Annexation to the United Slates is a 
vagary of the wbite-waslied, a crotchet of 
the ?ehlan type ; a passing straw clutched 
at by a few of our citizenB, rendered des- 
perate by the torpidity of our present 
Government, and is unworthy liie sliirlit- 
CBt eoiiHidoration. The argiiineijis for liie 
delay of Confederation are liie uilslioots of 
the Annexation chimera, and should be 
treated-' with equal contempt. Our only 
salvation is in Coilfederalion. To pro- 
troct it is merely to continue in onr pres- 
ent unhappy situation ; and could we 
so remain, the result would be feeling 
ourselves dragged in tho position 
which is best adapted for us, by 
those ""who ' have more foresight 
than ourselves;' "We have bowevcr, hu|) 
pily for us, men amoiinst us such as our 
representalives at Kew Westminster, 
who have devoted thunui-'lves lo the tusk 
of preserv ui; us from such humiliation and 
nnder their guidance we shall enter 
the Confederation jvith credit and, advau- 
tage to ourselves'. ' If the people ' bf' tho 
Dominion have to make great saorificis 
at the early period ol' our coiiiicctioii, 
tbey will bo amply repaid in the future- 
It is fortuiialo also, in our ease, that nic'i 
like the Hon Mr Tilley bavo efpoiised 
our cause; men whose > io.defatigablo 
energy has wrung holh ffOtri ' their own 
people whom they have served with uu- 
swerving fidelity, and tho Imperial Gov- 
ernment, n just uekuowlcdgeinent of their 
merits. In their hands wo are Bafc. Sot- 
ting aside the endorsement of the Homo 
Goverumont, wliieli is iiecesflarj? ''tfi^ our 
entrance as an integral part of the Do- 
rainlon, we'' have reasons to bolievo 
that the resolution relative to Cun'eiiera- 
:,tlon passed by tlio Legislative Council 
■ OD the ISth Alaicli, last year, did not 
reoeivo that attention at the hands of the 
J]vmMitivo. Wo trust, however, that no 
furlber-obstaiiles will bo tbrowu >a tho 



way of the consummation desired by the 
people; tho popular voice is too powerful 
ibr any merely otlicial objection, and we 
hope for the credit of those now at the 
head of our Government that a hearty co- 
operation henceforward will be vouclisafed. 
The Goi?ernor cannot do leas than furnish 
copies of the despatches and correspon- 
dence that have passed on this great ques- 
tion, and when they have been laid before 
the Council our citizens will bo enabled 
to form their own opinion as to tho proper 
course to be |)ursned to hasten the "con 
summation most devoutly to be wished 
fbr."— ■
